Three-year plan to bring total post cuts to 1,500 

THOUSAND 
JOBS AXED 
AT COUNCIL 


ANOTHER 1,000 jobs are 
set to be axed over the next 
three years at Sandwell 
Council. 

Already 500 jobs have been shed but 
that figure is likely to triple as the 
authority slashes £75 million from its 
budget. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for strategic 
resources, Councillor Steve Eling said the 
council had no choice but to shed more jobs 
due to the crippling level of savings it needs 
to make. 

He said: “I reckon it is going to be 1,500 
as a direct result of cuts.

“We could be looking at another 500 next 
year and we could well be in a couple of 
years after that looking at another 500. 

“It is a lot of jobs, but there again, these 
are big cuts.” 

Tough 

Cllr Eling said tough choices will have to 
be made although details of where the axe 
will fall will not be reported until a later 
date. But he added: “At the end of the day 
we have to make decisions around quality 
versus quantity because we simply won’t be 
able to maintain the same services at the 
same level following the level of cuts that 
we have. 


“We have managed to maintain our serv¬ 
ices in the current financial year but some 
of our services, either now or next year, are 
going to be run on a shoestring in order to 
keep them going with the amount of money 
that is available. 

“It is going to get tougher and tougher 
because the cuts coming in the next budget 
are coming on top of the cuts that have 
already been made. Year after year it just 
gets more difficult.” 

The council is having to make multi¬ 
million pound savings between now and 
2015. 

As well as redundancies, the council is 
also looking at other ways to save money 
such as selling off land and buildings. 


Bogus alarm crooks jailed 


TWO men who ran a 
£100,000-a-year bogus 
burglar alarm business 
have started lengthy jail 
sentences. 

Harjit Kalian, aged 35, was 
given four and a half years 
behind bars while Ajay Chopra 
was jailed for two and a half 
years after offering to give evi¬ 
dence against his former 
partner. 

The pair targeted the sick 
and elderly using scare tactics 
to con them into buying cheap 
alarms at vastly inflated prices, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard yesterday. 

Prosecutor Barry Berlin said 
the former double glazing sales¬ 
men launched Pentagon Secu¬ 
rity in May 2007 and within a 
month both were acting dishon¬ 
estly. The pair sold bargain 
basement alarms as top of the 
range units and ignored com¬ 
plaints when victims discov¬ 
ered they did not work properly. 

The two crooks pocketed 
more than £100,000 in 12 
months before the scam was 
uncovered. 


Kalian took the lion’s share 
and sacked Chopra four months 
before the racket was smashed 
by a joint investigation involv¬ 
ing police and Sandwell 
Trading Standards, who had 
been alerted by victims horri¬ 
fied by spiralling phone bills. 

They discovered 37 mainly 
elderly people who were pre¬ 
pared to go to court after falling 
for the scam but investigators 
believe the real number 
affected is far higher. 

Kalian from Mount Road, 
Rowley Regis, pleaded guilty to 
22 fraud offences involving 
people in Rowley Regis, Smeth¬ 
wick, Solihull, Oldbury, West 
Bromwich, Bilston, Dudley, 
Wednesbury and throughout 
Birmingham. Chopra of Bald¬ 
wins Lane, Hall Green, admit¬ 
ted 10 specimen fraud charges. 

Victims were tricked into 
paying up to £3,000 for alarms 
that were bought by the crooks 
for as little as £200. 

People were also charged up 
£2,000 for a five-year monitor¬ 
ing package that cost £200 and 
were tempted to parting with 
even more money with prom¬ 


ises of maintenance packages 
that did not exist. Those conned 
were aged up to 94. 

Widow Agnes Bell, an 88- 
year-old dementia sufferer, was 
alone in the house where she 
had lived for almost 50 years 
when the tricksters from Pen¬ 
tagon Security Systems made a 
cold call. 

She was quickly persuaded to 
buy one of their alarms for her 
home in Hope Street, West 
Bromwich. 

Driven 

Frail Mrs Bell paid a £60 
deposit in cash and was then 
driven to the Britannia Build¬ 
ing Society in West Bromwich 
High Street to withdraw a 
further £800. Staff would not 
let her make out a cheque 
because she had previously 
only conducted transactions 
when a relative was present. 

Her 70-year-old retired deliv¬ 
ery driver son Derek said: “I 
found she was missing from 
home when I called at the house 
and was just about to go out 
looking for her when a Land 
Rover drew up outside with her 


in the passenger seat. It was 
being driven by a man I had 
never seen before. 

“She was determined to have 
the burglar alarm installed. I 
went with her and the sales¬ 
man to get the cheque from the 
building society but told her not 
to hand it over until the alarm 
had been installed. By the time 
the fitters came she had forgot¬ 
ten where she had put the 
cheque and they would not do 
the work without seeing it. She 
found it again before the man 
from Pentagon Security 
returned. He told her he had a 
contract and would sue if she 
did not pay up. 

“Her phone bill then leapt 
from £20 to £350 a month 
because of a fault on the system 
that meant that the monitoring 
company was being called every 
minute for no reason but we 
had no idea this was going on. 
We had to pay that and my com¬ 
plaints to Pentagon Security 
were ignored. I had to discon¬ 
nect the alarm. I think the 
behaviour of the people from 
Pentagon Security was 
deplorable.” 


Huge haul of 
contraband 
booze seized 
in customs 
raids on town 

MORE than 1.7 million cans of beer and 
bottles of wine have been seized by 
customs officers in Wednesbury in the 
largest alcohol bust in the Black Country. 

Raids on five factory units at an industrial site in 
Wednesbury took place at the end of last week. 
Around 900 pallets were discovered containing both 
beer and wine - enough to fill 35 articulated lorries. 

It would have swindled the UK economy out of 
£800,000 in customs revenue. 

The beer seized included cans of Carling, Stella 
Artois, Fosters and Grolsch as well as bottles of Echo 
Falls and Blossom Hill wine. 

Officers believe it was being stored to sell on in the 
Christmas rush. 

During the search of the units officers found 
around £50,000 in cash hidden in a shoe box in a 
disused water tank on top of one of the offices. 

Officers say investigations are on going and pros¬ 
ecutions are imminent. 

Jennie Kendall, spokeswoman for HM Revenue 
and Customs said: “This is a significant haul of 
premium branded beer and wine that was primed 
and ready for mass circulation across the West Mid¬ 
lands in the run-up to Christmas. 

“The revenue loss on the goods would have 
deprived the UK economy of £800,000. The effect on 
legitimate traders would have been devastating at 
what is their busiest time of the year. 

“The gangs behind this form of criminality reap 
huge profits which are ploughed straight back into 
the criminal underworld, feeding activities like drug 
smuggling, people trafficking and fraud.” 

Crackdown 

Sergeant Sean Griffiths, of Sandwell Police, who 
is part of the Safer 6 team said: “We are committed 
to working with our local partners in tackling crime. 
This operation has been extremely successful in 
taking a large quantity of illegal alcohol off our 
streets.” 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, Councillor Derek Rowley, said: 
“This is another fantastic result achieved by 
working in partnership during the Safer 6 cam¬ 
paign.” 

The raids are part of Sandwell’s Safer 6 campaign, 
a six week crackdown on crime as the nights draw 
in. 

Officers have carried out police raids, while metal 
thieves have been targeted, drugs have been seized 
and community payback has been carried out. 

During the past weeks, an imitation firearm has 
been recovered and tons of waste cleared from an 
arson hotspot. 

Meanwhile, Trading Standards and Sandwell 
Homes officers have visited scrap yards to check 
their documentation to crack down on metal thieves. 

An imitation firearm and a petrol bomb were 
recovered from an address in Pommel Close, 
Walsall, along with suspected class A drugs during a 
raid. The operation runs until Sunday, November 6.

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Road chaos as drains overloaded with water 

DRIVERS faced a week of misery after a 
water main burst on a major route in 
Oldbury. 

Traffic along Birmingham Road was 
forced along a winding diversion around 
the town. 

South Staffs Water carried out repairs to 
the main and the road was reopened on 
Monday. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said 
diversions were unavoidable, adding: “This 
was a major water main which burst.” 

Gushed 

Traffic was sent along Rood End island, 
sent back up Oldbury Road, then up Spon 
Lane South, Kelvin Way, Bromford Road 
and back onto Oldbury Ringway. 

When the main burst at 5am on Tuesday 
of last week. Water gushed into nearby 
Green Street, behind Sandwell Magistrates 
Court, flooding the road with water which 
rose just above the height of a car’s wheel. 

The flood was caused by drains being 
overloaded with water.

Dozen police cars in 
10Omph chase drama 


A CAR thief took police on a lOOmph chase through 
Sandwell - driving on the wrong side of the road and hurling 
missiles at his pursuers. 

Stephen Holmes, who was on bail for another offence at the time, 
swerved at the police cars following him and threw heavy items includ¬ 
ing a wheel lock and tools. 

The high-speed chase lasted for 35 minutes and more than 25 police officers 
and 12 police cars were involved in the drama. One police car had a windscreen 
smashed while two others sustained minor damage. 

It all started after Keith Williams reported his Red Nissan had been stolen 
from outside his house in Badsey Road, Oldbury, on Tuesday night (October 25). 

Police saw the car, which is worth 
about £200, in Coopers Lane, Smeth¬ 
wick, at lam on Wednesday and the 
chase began. 

But officers pulled away when 
Holmes started driving on the wrong 
side of the road. 

Holmes was spotted again on the 
northbound carriageway of the M5 and 
was followed onto the M6 and then 
back onto the M5, where he was clock¬ 
ing speeds of up to lOOmph. 


Teenager who 
robbed woman 
is sentenced 


A TEENAGER from the Black 
Country who pulled a pensioner to the 
ground and stole her gold necklace has 
been locked up for three years. The 
attacker, Akeem Robotham, was on 
bail at the time. 

He attacked the 68-year-old woman 
as she walked in the Bearwood area, 
sending her rolling into the road. 

David Lees, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
week that the victim had been left 
nervous and constantly looking over 
her shoulder, fearful of another attack. 

Robotham, 19, of Whyley Walk, 
Oldbury, was sent to a young offenders’ 
institution. 

He admitted robbery, and allowing 
himself to be carried in a stolen BMW 
that was being driven dangerously. 

The court heard the BMW was 
involved in a police chase on July 18, 
and it crashed into a lamp post and two 
parked cars. 

Robotham also admitted handling 
stolen property. 

Mr Lees said that after a raid on a 
house in Broad Street, Oldbury, in 
which a TV and jewellery were stolen, 
police searched Robotham’s home and 
recovered the items. 

Benjamin Williams, defending, said 
Robotham was determined to make a 
fresh start. 

Robotham was also given a 12- 
month driving ban. 


Swerving 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting at 
Sandwell Magistrates Court last week 
said it was at this point he started del¬ 
iberately swerving at police and throw¬ 
ing items out the car. She said there 
were lots of other drivers on the motor¬ 
way at the time. 

A police car windscreen was 
smashed and officers abandoned the 
chase for the second time. But Holmes, 
of no fixed abode, was arrested after he 
drove onto a coned area where road¬ 
works were being carried out, between 
junctions five and six of the M6. 

The 22-year-old pleaded guilty to 
aggravated vehicle taking, driving 
while disqualified, theft of a car and 
driving with no insurance. He was 
remanded in custody and committed to 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for sen¬ 
tencing on November 24. 

Died in Malaysia 

AN engineer from West Bromwich 
died after being hit by a motorbike in 
Malaysia, an inquest heard. Peter 
Witts, aged 63, of Chartley Road, was 
hit in Kuala Lumpur and died 10 days 
later of an embolism. Coroner Robin 
Balmain said the blood clot was a 
result of his injuries and concluded 
that he died because of a road accident.

AN ASPIRING animator from West 
Bromwich who turned his education 
around has won the chance of a lifetime 
to have his video screened at next year’s 
Olympics. 

Will Marsh, from Meyrick Road, Hill 
Top, won Best Animation for 20-25 year- 
olds at the Film Nation Shorts awards in 
London last week. 

He graduated with a first-class 
honours degree in animation and anima¬ 
tion games from Birmingham City Uni¬ 
versity after struggling at school, and 
was thrilled to learn his video would be 
shown to an audience of millions. 

“It’s crazy,” he said. “Having my video 
shown at the Olympics will be a great 
way to get noticed. It’s a really cool thing 
for me to say I’ve done.” 

The video, which shows an athlete 
doing a combination of Olympic events 
all in one sequence, was part of a two- 


month project at university and beat off 
350 entrants from around the country. 

The 23-year-old admitted he messed 
about at Wodensborough CTC and had to 
go to Dudley College before he could get 
into university. 

He said: “I attended Dudley College 
and because of my poor grades and I had 
to enrol on an entry level course and do 
an extra two years. It was frustrating 
but I learnt from my mistakes and really 
tried hard at college - it prepared me for 
my university course.” 

Will, who wants to be a character ani¬ 
mator for films, admitted he was sur¬ 
prised to be shortlisted for the award and 
actually winning it was a huge shock. 

He added: “I went down there not 
expecting to win. I had a great evening, 
and my heart was racing when they were 
about to announce to results. I was really 
nervous after they called out my name.” 


Council set 
to take over 
empty homes 
as landlords 

FIFTY empty homes will be taken 
over from private landlords by 
Sandwell Council this financial year, 
in the first stage of a scheme to tackle 
the chronic waiting list for council 
homes. 

Bosses intend to manage renting out pri¬ 
vately-owned dwellings which are disused, 
initially on two-year leases, and pay the 
private landlords. 

The move should be self-financing and 
provide social housing more quickly. 
Sandwell Homes will manage the scheme 
and take 17 per cent of the gross rent paid 
by tenants to cover its costs. 

Chiefs admit there will be legal costs 
associated with negotiating leases which 
have not yet been calculated. 

A review of the scheme will be carried out 
12 months from the signing of the first 
lease. 

A report by Kerry Bollister, the author¬ 
ity’s area director for homes and communi¬ 
ties, said: “The scheme has been designed 
to be, in the main, self-financing. 

“A degree of uncertainty remains over 
the legal costs of signing individual prop¬ 
erty leases. A standard non-negotiable 
lease will be offered and landlords will be 
expected to pay all legal costs. 

Locations 

“There will however be a cost within the 
council for the sealing of arrangements. 
These costs have yet to be quantified.” 

The council has a housing waiting list of 
around 8,600 people. Meanwhile, 4,327 pri¬ 
vately owned homes are unoccupied, of 
which 1,739 are long-term empty. Nation¬ 
ally there are some 650,000 empty homes. 

An empty home is defined as one that has 
been empty for more than six months. 

Site allocations for thousands of new 
Sandwell homes were approved by council 
bosses earlier this year. In line with Gov¬ 
ernment targets, the authority has to build 
21,500 new council homes by 2026. 

The council’s cabinet has approved loca¬ 
tions for the first 12,000. They include 803 
homes on a 50-acre site in Smethwick and 
249 homes on a 27-acre site at Black Lake 
between West Bromwich and Hill Top. 

Winter hours apply 
at recycling centre 

WINTER opening hours have begun 
at the Household Recycling Centre in 
Oldbury. 

They will be in operation at the centre in 
Shidas Lane until February 28 next year. 

The site will be open from 8am to 6pm 
Monday to Friday and 8am to 4pm on Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays. The site will be closed 
on Christmas Day, Boxing Day and New 
Year’s Day. 

Sandwell cabinet member for neighbour¬ 
hood services, Councillor Derek Rowley 
said: “Since Serco became Sandwell 
Council’s waste partner we have extended 
the summer opening hours by two months 
to include October and March, so this year 
has given residents lots of flexibility in the 
times they use the site. 

“I would like to remind residents to make 
good use of the site’s extensive recycling 
facilities over the winter and recycle as 
much as they can over the festive period. 
Residents should also take full advantage 
of their new kerbside recycling services we 
are introducing between now and January.” 

The range of recycling has broadened to 
include: hard plastics, paint, uPVC, mat¬ 
tresses, CDs, DVDs and brie a brae.

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Public can dig in 
to manor history 

AN archaeological dig is to be carried out at one of 
Sandwell’s most historic buildings next year. 

The excavation is to take place at the medieval Manor 
House in West Bromwich in March and the public can take 
part. The plan is to excavate part of the site in Hall Green 
Road to find lost buildings once associated with the Manor 
House. 

Leisure chief Councillor Linda Horton said: “This will be 
an exciting event and the community can get involved to 
hopefully find some hidden treasures.” 

An expert survey carried out by the University of Birm¬ 
ingham in 2007 revealed evidence of buildings and deep 
excavations across the site. 

A number of sites of interest were identified using 
ground radar. They include probable barns, a dovecote, fish 
ponds, extensive moats and ditches. The Manor House was 
originally part of an extensive complex of buildings and 
enclosures and was the administrative and functional 
centre of the West Bromwich Manorial estate, mentioned 
in the Domesday Book. 


Women cleared 
over dog charge 

ATIVIDALE woman accused of being in charge of 
a dog alledged to have bitten her neighbour has been 
found not guilty. 

It is believed that her neighbour Hannah Morgan was in 
fact bitten by her own pet during the fight between two 
dogs. 

Lyndsey Spooner, aged 22, of Peel Way had always 
denied that her pit bull-type dog attacked Miss Morgan. 
She had previously admitted a charge of being in charge of 
a dog dangerously out of control in a public place. But last 
week a jury at Wolverhampton Crown Court found her not 
guilty of being in charge of a dog which had caused injury. 

Spooner was walking her partner’s dogs in Woodcroft 
Close in Cradley Heath, when the dog, called Leo, escaped 
from his lead. She said Leo went running off in the direc¬ 
tion of Hannah Morgan, who was walking her Stafford¬ 
shire bull terrier, Boss. Spooner told the court how she and 
Miss Morgan tried to pull the dogs apart. Miss Morgan was 
bitten during the incident. 

Recorder Mr Patrick Upward gave Spooner a 12-month 
conditional discharge for being in charge of a dog danger¬ 
ously out of control in a public place.

John Slark has many pictures and 
cuttings of his wife, Doris, who was 
known all over the region for setting 
up darts leagues and being a handy 
player herself. 

Nicknamed ‘The Mighty Atom’ due 
to her 4ft llin height, Doris won hun¬ 
dreds of trophies and represented 
West Midlands and Shropshire coun¬ 
ties. 

Mr Slark, of Railway Terrace, 
Wednesbury, said: “She was one of the 
best known darts players around the 
Black Country. There are lots of arti¬ 
cles and pictures of her and I’ve kept 
them all.” 

At one point, Doris reached a world 
ranking of 15, and also played former 
world champion Maureen Flowers, 
but lost on both occasions. 

John and Doris met aged 16, in the 


canteen at Rubery Owen in Darlaston. 

John said: “The first time we 
glanced at each other in the canteen it 
was love at first sight.” 

Doris’ love of darts was partly down 
to the couple running pubs for more 
than 20 years. 

In that time they managed pubs 
across the Midlands, including The 
Old Crown in Great Bridge, The Three 
Horseshoes in Ocker Hill and The Dog 
and Partridge in Bilston. 

Challenge 

John said: “It was the competition 
she loved, the challenge, the atmos¬ 
phere. I used to go with her to all her 
county matches. It was very exciting. I 
used to watch as she threw every dart, 
it would be agonising if she hit the 
wire.” 

The great grandmother-of-three 
suffered a brain illness and had been 
in Sandwell Hospital. Her funeral 
took place on October 21. 



Tributes are paid to 
canal death teens 


FAMILY and friends of two Sandwell teenagers who 
died in a Smethwick canal have paid tribute to their 
loved ones. 

Mohammed Fayz Uddin, aged 18, of Hanson Close, Smeth¬ 
wick, and 17-year-old Sara Rylance, of Albion Road, West 
Bromwich, are believed to have been boyfriend and girlfriend. 
Friends claim Sara attempted to rescue Fayz after he fell into 
the canal.

The pair were pulled from the Birmingham 
canal in Smethwick by the emergency services 
on the evening of Wednesday, October 26, but 
later died in hospital. 

Sara’s parents and sister issued a statement, 
after making an appeal for privacy. They said: 
“We are very proud of Sara for being so brave in 
risking her life to save another. She will be sadly 
missed by family and friends.” 

Fayz’s father Gias Uddin said: “His mum 
phoned his mobile at 7pm and spoke to him but 
then we did not hear anything from him after 
that. It was only when the police turned up about 
10.30pm that we knew something was wrong. It 
was such a shock and so upsetting for us all.” 

The teenager worked as a part-time waiter at 
a restaurant called Rajshahi in Smethwick after 
leaving Halesowen College. 

Mr Uddin added: “He was such a good boy. He 
did not cause any trouble.” 

His uncle Nasir Uddin said: “Mohammed was 
a nice, caring young man.” 

Among those leading the tributes was Mick 
Green, principal of George Salter Academy in 
West Bromwich, where Sara was a pupil. 

“We’re all deeply shocked by this terrible 
tragedy and our thoughts are with both fami¬ 


lies,” he said. 

“Sara was a lovely girl who was full of promise. She was well liked 
by her fellow students and staff.” 

Vice principal of Halesowen College, Mary Higgins paid tribute to 
Fayz who had left the college in June after studying a one-year course 
in Business and IT. She said: “All the staff at the college extend our 
deepest sympathy to both families. It appears it was a tragic accident. 
We have put in place a support system for the pupils.” 

Shireland Collegiate Academy student Saif Aamer, who lives near 
Brasshouse Lane in Smethwick, said he had been friends with Fayz 
for many years. “He was a good genuine lad with a good soul,” he said. 

Friends of Sara also posted messages on Facebook. The site read: 
“We are so proud of you for trying to save the one you love, It takes 
great strength and courage. Well done, baby girl. We all love and miss 
you so much.” 

The tributes were paid as the inquest into the pair’s deaths were 
opened by the Black Country’s coroner, Robin Balmain. He said emer¬ 
gency services were called to the canal, off Brasshouse Lane, at about 
7.30pm to reports two people were drowning. Mr Balmain said two 
people were pulled from the canal but efforts to save them were unsuc¬ 
cessful.

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OCD victim died after two months in chair 


A WOMAN who suffered from 
obsessive compulsive disorder died 
after confining herself to an arm¬ 
chair for two months and refusing to 
eat, an inquest heard. 

Samantha Hancox was found at her 
Tipton home with extreme pressure 
sores on her back and legs. 

The 40-year-old weighed just four- 
and-a-half-stone, was severely dehy¬ 
drated and was wearing stockings so 
tight they had cut into her legs. 

At last week’s inquest, which was due 
to last two days but was cut to one after 


Miss Hancox’s mother died the previous 
week, Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain said it was “undoubtedly the 
worst case of its type” he had seen in 35 
years. 

“To say it’s a bizarre case is seriously 
understating it,” he said. The inquest 
heard Miss Hancox, who lived with her 
elderly parents Ken and Marion in 
Andrew Road, had an overwhelming fear 
of germs that began when she was 14 
after the death of her aunt. 

At one stage she would spend up to 20 
hours in the shower a day. Things got so 
bad that she was eventually detained at 


Hallam Street Hospital, West 
Bromwich, under the Mental Health Act 
but she won an appeal to be discharged 
in 2007 and moved back home. Her trou¬ 
bles continued and intensified in early 
March last year when her father fell ill. 

She decided she would stay there 
because she was so worried about getting 
ill. She was found in her chair in May last 
year. Dr Ken Shorrock, who carried out 
the post mortem, said she died of severe 
pressure sores. 

Mr and Mrs Hancox were arrested in 
connection with the death but there was 
insufficient evidence to prosecute. Det 


Chief Insp Jane Parry told the hearing 
neighbours said they heard “moaning” 
from the house. 

In a narrative verdict, Mr Balmain 
said: “There is no doubt in my mind that 
the major factor is she neglected herself. 

“She chose to do that. It was absolutely 
obvious this woman needed treatment. It 
was not going to happen in the home. 

“Her condition was so appalling that it 
must have been obvious there was the 
need to pick up the telephone. 

“It must have been obvious it was the 
only option available but it was not taken 
for whatever reason.”

Closure

Those roads serving town 
centre car parks will remain 
open until Tesco provide an 
alternative for shoppers. 

Council bosses say there 
is no need for diversions. 

Insist 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
the authority’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services, said: “The roads 
affected are within the area 
to be redeveloped by Tesco.” 

Meanwhile, highways 
bosses insist an eight- 
month lane closure along 
Walsall Road, which is the 
main route between West 
Bromwich and Walsall, is 
needed for essential work 
and are doing their best to 
minimise disruption. 

In came into in force along 
the dual carriageway last 
week. 

The Highways Agency 
said the single lane section 
is on the southbound A4031, 
although the M6 will not be 
effected. 

Agency spokeswoman Jo 
Carroll said: “The High¬ 
ways Agency is carrying out 
concrete repair works to 12 
reinforced concrete support 
structures that carry the 
elevated section of the M6 
near Walsall. 

“The repairs are essential 
to maintain the viaduct in a 
safe condition.

Appeal launched after family 
puppy disappears from home 


A VALUABLE puppy has 
been stolen from a Tipton 
home, weeks after a £10,000 
litter of puppies was taken in 
the same street. 

Spike the Dogue de Bordeaux 
puppy went missing from a home 
in St Mark’s Road. 

The 10-week-old had been given 
a home by Becky Bayliss and her 
family just before the rest of the 
litter - nine puppies in total — was 
stolen from a nearby house. 

The dogs and their mother were 
later returned, although one had 
died. 

Miss Bayliss has launched an 
appeal to get the dog back, as he 
has a bald patch on his face which 
needs treatment. 

Spike went missing from the 
family home on the evening of Sat¬ 


urday, October 22, when Miss 
Bayliss’s partner Dwayne O’Brien 
went to the shops. 

Neighbours reported seeing a 
van outside the house, and the 
incident has been reported to the 
police. 

Mother-of-two Miss Bayliss said 
she feared that the breed, worth 
£1,000 each, was being targeted. 

Worried 

“We’re really worried because 
Spike is one of the family,” said 
Miss Bayliss, who is mother to 
three-year-old Oakley and one- 
year-old Ilah. 

“I keep wondering if he’s being 
fed and being kept warm. 

‘We have told Oakley he is at the 
vets because he has been missing 
him. 

“He isn’t normally let out the 


house very much as he is so young 
but my partner only nipped to the 
shops and when he came back he 
had gone. 

“We do believe he has been 
stolen, and we’ve reported it to the 
police. 

“His collar was left behind in the 
kennel,” she added. 

The family have launched a 
poster campaign to find the 
missing dog. 

West Midlands Police are inves¬ 
tigating. Anyone with information 
should call Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111. 

In September, thieves broke 
through two padlocks on a back 
gate to get into a garden in St 
Mark’s Road to take nine Dogue De 
Bordeaux puppies and their 
mother. 


A FAMILY of five who pocketed almost 
£80,000 in a Black Country housing benefit 
fraud have all been spared jail. 

The racket lasted eight years and involved three 
properties in Smethwick and Edgbaston, a Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court judge heard last week. 

The con involved newsagent Mahroof Hussain, aged 44, 
his wife Farida Bi, 43, his lover Manjit Dhillon, 41, and his 
sisters Farida Begum and Jamilia Bi, 39 and 35 respec¬ 
tively. 

Dhillon gave a false name 
for her landlord while living 
in a house in Smethwick 
owned by Hussain and col¬ 
lected £40,805 in illegal 
housing benefit. 

Farida Bi pulled an iden¬ 
tical trick on another house 
in Edgbaston, bringing in 
£16,753. 

Farida Begum made 
similar false claims, getting 
£14,302 over four years on a 
house in Bowden Road, 

Smethwick, owned by 
another relative. 

Jamilia Bi pulled a 
similar scam, netting 
£4,446. 

The women each admit¬ 
ted making false claims for 
housing benefits while 
Hussain admitted allowing 
his wife and lover to make 
false claims. 

Dhillon was given a 10- 
month suspended jail term 
and 150 hours’work. 

Hussain got a 12 months 
suspended for 18 months. 

Farida Bi and Farida 
Begum each received six- 
month suspended prison 
sentences and 100 hours of 
work while Jamilia Bi was 
given a 12- month commu¬ 
nity order and 100 hours’ 
unpaid work.

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Depot closure puts jobs at risk 


Pupils join junior police support 


NEARLY 50 jobs are 
under threat in Oldbury 
after newly-launched deliv¬ 
ery company Yodel 
announced it was almost 
halving its depot network. 

Staff at the company’s 
Brades Road depot have been 
told it will close early next year. 

As well as the 49 jobs under 
threat at Oldbury, another 73 
are threatened with the 


planned closure of Yodel’s Kid¬ 
derminster depot. But the 
delivery group says the cuts 
will have no impact on the 
company’s 150,000 sq ft sorting 
centre in Willenhall. 

This site employs 300 people 
and only opened in August. 

It is on the site of the former 
City Link depot beside the 
Black Country Route. 

A total of 45 of Yodel’s 102 
service centres will be closed, 


including Stoke-on-Trent and 
Coventry. The move is under¬ 
stood to be part of long-stand¬ 
ing plans to merge the two 
operations that make up Yodel. 

Yodel chief executive 
Jonathan Smith said: “This is 
not a decision we have taken 
lightly. “We have to make these 
changes to meet the needs of 
our customers and create a sus¬ 
tainable and profitable busi¬ 
ness model.” 


YOUNGSTERS from four 
Sandwell schools have bec¬ 
ome junior police commu¬ 
nity support officers in a 
first for West Midlands 
Police. 

Ten pupils aged nine to 11 
from each school have signed 
up to police their schools and 
local neighbourhoods alongside 
regular PCSOs. 

The children spend an hour 


each week with officers, going 
out on patrol and helping to 
spot issues and areas of concern 
in their local areas. 

They are also holding anti¬ 
bullying surgeries in their 
schools and helping to foster a 
good relationship between 
pupils and police.

Cannabis workers 
are sent to prison 

TWO illegal immigrants who admit¬ 
ted working as gardeners at a 
cannabis factory in Cradley Heath 
where 1,000 plants were discovered 
have been jailed. Tuan Nguyen, 24, 
and Mguyen Van, 20, of no fixed abode 
and originally from Vietnam, were 
arrested on August 8 after a raid on 
commercial premises. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
last week the plants were split 
between three rooms around the build¬ 
ing. High intensity lights had been 
installed and programmed to come on 
at certain times along with fertiliser 
and other materials to grow the plants. 

The court was told by prosecutor Mr 
Mark Rees, that the yield of plants had 
a street value of several hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. 

Nguyen and Van were both jailed for 
21 months and told they would be 
deported back to their native Vietnam 
at the end of their sentences. 


Late night at museum 
music up for decision 


SAND WELL’S Manor House Museum wants to start offering 
late-night music. The venue - the only Grade-I listed building 
in West Bromwich — has applied to provide entertainment until 
midnight on Fridays and Saturdays and until 10pm from 
Sunday to Thursday but there is no request to sell alcohol. 

The proposal would allow it to provide live music, recorded music, 
dancing and films. And, although an alcohol licence is not involved in 
plans for the Hall Green Road premises, residents are worried the 
changes could see the return of the problems they had when the build¬ 
ing was a pub. These included littering and noise. 

But museum bosses say they will be 
carrying just a “small number of 
evening activities” and stress it is not 
re-opening as a pub. 

In letters received by the council, 
one Hall Green resident said neigh¬ 
bours were especially worried about 
excessive noise, damage to property 
and cars, and litter/broken bottles 
being left in the street. 

Another resident said: “If the pro¬ 
posal is passed I fear that the time 
slots for the venues will greatly 
disrupt the quality and peace of the 
area.” 

The Manor House used to be a pub 
and restaurant offering late-night 
entertainment.

Firm fined 
£230,000 
for injuries 
to workers 

A WEST Bromwich food firm 
has been fined £230,000 after two 
workers were seriously injured at 
one of its factories. 

The 2 Sisters Food Group, Dial Lane, 
was prosecuted by the Health and 
Safety Executive over the incidents at 
its Suffolk factory. 

Night shift supervisor Shaun 
Alexander, aged 42, from Kesingland, 
Suffolk, lost four fingers and part of his 
thumb on his right hand in December, 
2009, at the company’s plant at 
Flixton, near Bungay. 

He was helping a colleague to clean 
equipment when his hand was pulled 
into two rotating cogs and crushed. A 
safety guard had been removed from 
the machinery, the HSE said. 

And in January, 2010, fork lift driver 
Malcolm Raven, 54, from Lowestoft, 
suffered a broken arm at the same 
factory. He had been left in charge of a 
pre-slaughter area when a blockage 
led to his arm becoming trapped. 

The company admitted two charges 
under the Health and Safety at Work 
Act 1974 and was fined £230,000 and 
ordered to pay costs of £24,350 at 
Norwich Crown Court last week. 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE 
inspector Julie Jarvey said the 
company had failed both members of 
staff affected. She added: “Both these 
incidents were wholly avoidable.” 

Liability 

Firm spokesman Andrew Hanson 
said the company had worked to 
improve safety since the cases. He said: 
“2 Sisters Food Group accepts liability 
for the case at its Flixton site. It is 
regrettable that this indicated training 
of machine minders, hygiene opera¬ 
tives, supervisors and managers fell 
short of our stringently high standards. 

“The case concerned is regrettable 
and the company has worked hard since 
this occurrence to improve its training 
procedures, risk assessments and 
systems of work for cleaning duties and 
operations within the Flixton factory. 
Safety of our employees at every site 
remains our highest priority.” 

Immigrant jailed 
over drugs charge 

AN illegal immigrant who tried to 
escape arrest by running past police 
after officers swooped on a Black Coun¬ 
try cannabis factory has been jailed. 

Tai Le, aged 30, fled down the stairs 
at the address where he was tending to 
100 plants after police arrived. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that his attempt to escape failed and he 
was detained at the scene, in Compton 
Road, Warley, and arrested. 

Le, of no fixed address but originally 
from Vietnam, had pleaded guilty to a 
count of producing a class B drug at a 
previous hearing at Warley Magis¬ 
trates Court. He was jailed for 30 
months and will be deported back to 
Vietnam on his release. 

Miss Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said 
around 100 small cannabis plants had 
been found. The electricity had also 
been bypassed to provide the power 
needed to help grow the plants. 

Miss Sarah Heard, defending, said: 
“He is resigned to the fact he will be 
returning to Vietnam at the end of his 
sentence and has said he will not 
trouble Britain again.”

Keep

“That our local authority 
has managed to keep these 
centres open despite a 20 
per cent cut in budget is 
commendable.” 

Mr Spellar added: “Before 
the election David Cameron 
promised to protect and 
build on Sure Start. 

“Instead we are seeing 
centres closing and services 
being cut across the country. 

Councillor Bob Badham, 
cabinet member for children 
and families, said: “Despite 


the severe cuts the Govern¬ 
ment has forced upon coun¬ 
cils, Sandwell is almost 
unique in managing to keep 
its 21 children’s centres 
open.

Figures show that 83 per 
cent of councils are being 
forced to cut funding to Sure 
Start centres.

2010/11. 

This will rise to 20 per

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Cabbies want freeze 
on new taxi licences 


TAXI drivers in Sandwell have called 
for a freeze on new licences being issued 
as they battle to stay afloat in the face of 
falling trade and stiffer competition. 

The hackney carriage drivers are appealing 
to Sandwell Council because, they say, condi¬ 
tions are worse for their trade than they have 
ever been. 

The economic downturn has led to a dra¬ 
matic decrease in passenger numbers, with 
some drivers claiming they are picking up an 
average of 15 passengers a day now, com¬ 
pared with 30 this time last year. 

It is also claimed the number of hackney 
carriage drivers in Sandwell has increased 
from about 100 last year to 150 this year. 

Onkar Basra, who represents hackney car¬ 
riage drivers in the borough, has urged the 
council to act. 

“I have been a taxi driver for the past 12 
years but this is the worst I have ever known 
it,” he said. “There was a time when we 
wouldn’t be waiting at a taxi rank for more 
than five minutes before we picked up a pas¬ 
senger. Now it can be over an hour. We need 
council to stop giving out licences. There 
needs to be a maximum number of drivers.” 

Mr Basra said he knew of four cabbies who 
had already quit because they could not 
afford to keep going. 

Cheaper 

Steven Baker, aged 38, one of the borough’s 
longest serving hackney carriage drivers with 
15 years under his belt, said he was on the 
brink of packing it all in. 

“Insurance has gone through the roof, com¬ 
petition is very hard, we are being asked to 
run cheaper and cheaper but we can’t afford 
to,” he said. “If the council put a limit on the 
number of drivers I think it would help.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood services, 
said: “Councils cannot stop people applying. If 
we started rejecting applications because 
some people claim there are already too many 
hackney carriages operating in the borough 
then it would be open to challenge in the 
courts.” 

The council recently extended the hackney 
carriage rank in High Street, West 
Bromwich, leading to complaints from 
private hire drivers that hackney carriage 
drivers were “stealing” their passengers.

Mosque leaders buy former methodist church 


A MUSLIM association in Cradley Heath 
has bought a church as it weighs up expan¬ 
sion plans. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Association has 
finalised a deal to buy the former Long Lane 
Methodist Church in Halesowen. 

Mosque leaders have not ruled out a contro¬ 
versial plan to extend the Baitul Mahdi Mosque 
on Newtown Lane, Cradley Heath, which 
includes the former St Luke’s Church Hall, 
despite putting the building up for sale. 

Dr Masood Majoka, the association’s presi¬ 


dent, said it planned to expand in the area but no 
firm decisions had been set for a move. 

He added: “We have now bought the Long 
Lane church and that’s where we are with our 
plans at the moment. 

Minaret 

“We have been using it every day of the week. 
We are still using the mosque on Newtown Lane 
as well. It may take another month or so before 
we decide if we will sell the Cradley Heath site.” 

Dr Majoka said interested parties had come 
forward for the Cradley Heath mosque but any 


decision on a sale would be taken with the asso¬ 
ciation’s London HQ. 

The association won planning permission on 
appeal in May to extend the Cradley Heath 
mosque. Plans would see a 23ft tall dome and a 
43ft tall minaret erected at the Baitul Mahdi 
Mosque. They were initially rejected by 
Sandwell Council planning chiefs in November- 
but planning inspector Penelope Metcalfe over¬ 
ruled the decision 

She said the minaret would not be unduly 
obtrusive, or unattractive. 


Memorial service at museum 


A WAR memorial honouring soldiers who 
served in both world wars will be at the 
centre of a Remembrance service at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

The eight-ton bronze figure, nicknamed 
‘Tommy’, commemorates former Spring- 
field Brewery workers in Wolverhampton.

More than one

MORE than 2,000 workers 
at the trust that manages 
Sandwell and Rowley Regis 
Hospitals have not had a crim¬ 
inal record check.

Plan to ease congested 
M6 junction is ‘dead’ 

A PROPOSAL for a congestion-busting flyover above 
Junction 10 of the M6 is “dead and buried” through lack of 
funding. It was hoped the plans would solve problems at 
the notoriously congested junction, which is used by 
150,000 drivers daily despite being designed for half that 
number. But leader of Walsall Council Mike Bird said the 
plans could not go ahead because there was simply no cash 
to keep the idea afloat. He said: “While it will always be on 
the anvil, it is effectively dead and buried.”

Board 
members said 37 per cent of workers 
had been CRB checked in the past 
three years, while another 26 per cent 
had been checked while working for 
the trust.

She said the trust was under no 
requirement to clear the backlog and 
added that all staff members working 
with women and children had been 
checked. 
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Good guys winning 
war on superbugs 


A SMETHWICK company has 
announced a scientific break¬ 
through which it says harnesses 
bacteria to provide a cheap and 
safe way to eradicate hospital 
superbugs.

“The bad bugs were completely 
eradicated and the good ones did a 
great job of eating dirt and grime as 
well. 

“Its fighting fire with fire. The 
friendly bacteria chase out germs and 
form a protective bio-film shield that 
is tougher than Teflon and keeps bad 
bacteria away permanently. 

“The same principle is used in probi¬ 
otic drinks that repopulate the human 
gut with good bacteria. It’s called com¬ 
petitive exclusion.” 

Mr Derrig added: “In reality we are 
surrounded by bacteria, most of which 
are totally harmless or positively ben¬ 
eficial - without them we wouldn’t 
have bread, cheese of even wine and 
beer - all of which are made by bacte¬ 
ria. 

“Problem bacteria can be concealed 
in minor cracks and blemishes in 
walls and floors and are very difficult 
to completely remove with out costly 
ward shutdowns and deep cleans — 
and even then they soon return. We

The unprecedented 
scenes of disorder in 
August - which saw more 
than 600 arrests made - 
sparked the biggest single 
investigation by West Mid¬ 
lands Police since the IRA 
bombings of Birmingham in 
1974. 

The original policing 
costs, estimated last month, 
were thought to be around 
£12m. But police chiefs now 
think the final amount will 
be lower. 

Overtime 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims told West Midlands 
Police Authority that he 
believed the final figure was 
towards “the bottom end” of 
those first calculations 
“nearer £ 10m.” 

The figure includes the 
costs of overtime for officers 
who tried to contain looters, 
as well as round-the-clock 
investigations in the weeks 
that followed. 

Mr Sims added that 644 
arrests had so far been 
made.

I’d had an 
MRI scan and seen a specialist but was 
still without relief,” she says. 

Clinical dental technician Mr Burchell 
had made dentures for Betty seven years 
ago and she returned to his clinic to in¬ 
quire about a new prescription because 
the lower denture had lost its stability. 

“I had put up with the floating effect of 
my lower denture and needed to address 
the problem. My lower gum has receded 
so much my denture was pressing down 
on a nerve and causing me pain,” she 
adds. 

“Steven explained the benefits of im¬ 
plant-retained dentures and told me it 
would allow my bite to be opened some 
more. Since having the implants on my 
lower denture, I have experienced no 
more pain.” 

Mr Burchell said all dentures have a 
shelf life and Betty’s denture problem was 
due to shrinkage of her gums - a naturally 
occurring aging process. 

“We hoped for an improved outcome on 
her condition, but never dreamed that the 
final clinical result could be so rewarding 
with Betty being free from pain,” he added.

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Authority 
bosses act 
to cut down 
on sick days 

WORKERS ringing in sick have 
begun to call nurses directly as part of 
a scheme to cut absences at Sandwell 
Council from an average of 10 days per 
employee. 

Staff in the authority’s adult social care 
department are the first to trial a scheme 
under which they need to telephone an 
occupational health advisor, a qualified 
nurse, instead of their line manager to call 
in sick. 

The move comes after latest figures 
showed employees took an average of 9.66 
days off each in 2010/11. The national 
average is about eight days. 

Council chief executive Jan Britton said: 
“The pilot sickness referral service has 
started in adult social care. 

“This is the new system where instead of 
ringing a manager to tell them when you’re 
sick, you telephone an occupational health 
advisor.” 

As well as recording the absence, the 
advisor can also give proper and profes¬ 
sional advice on how best the employee can 
return to health, and work, as quickly as 
possible. 

Absence 

“This new service is the next big initia¬ 
tive for reducing absence,” said Mr Britton. 

The average figure of 9.66 days absence 
per council worker is down on figures for 
2009/10. 

In that year the authority’s staff took an 
average of 10.58 days off sick, and five 
years ago employees took an average of 14 
days each. 

Mr Britton has led the campaign to get 
absence levels down via his blog for council 
employees. 

Latest figures place national sickness 
absence for councils at around eight days 
per employee while in the private sector 
average absence stands at between six and 
six-and-a-half days per employee. 

Mr Britton has advocated return-to- 
work interviews as one method to tackle 
sickness levels at the authority. 

Similar nurse-led absence schemes are 
being trialled at councils across the Black 
Country. 


Residents want action 
to clean-up an eyesore 


MORE than 100 residents are calling for the clean-up of an 
eyesore patch of land in Wednesbury which has been repeatedly tar¬ 
geted by flytippers. Homeowners living near the land in Bilston 
Road, which is owned by West Bromwich-based Turford Bros Ltd, 
are calling for immediate action. 

Owners of the site say they hope work on new housing there will begin 
soon, which will resolve the problem. But ward Councillor Peter Hughes has 
been gathering signatures for a petition over the issue. 

It calls for a Section 215 notice to be served to force the landowner to clean 
up the area or the council will take on the work and bill the landowner for 
the clean-up retrospectively. Councillor Hughes said the notice was the last 
resort. 

He added: “I’ve got more than 100 
signatures from people in nearby 
Short Street and Bilston Road. 

“The area’s probably even worse 
than it was 12 months ago, when it 
was an absolute eyesore. 

“The land has been forgotten 
about. 

“It’s not the preferred course of 
action but somebody needs to recog¬ 
nise this is a nuisance and it is drag¬ 
ging down the look of the whole 


Attack on cuts 
to vital centres 

FUNDING cuts of million of 
pounds in grants to support chil¬ 
dren’s centres, to cut teenage preg¬ 
nancy and tackle youth offending, 
have been criticised by West 
Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey. 

The Government’s Early Interven¬ 
tion Grant, which also helps sub¬ 
sidise services to cut drugs misuse, 
provide school choice advisers and 
create safer communities was cut by 
more than £3 million. 

Mr Bailey MP said the cuts 
exposed the “hollow words” of Gov¬ 
ernment promises. 

He added: “The Conservative-led 
Government made a personal 
promise to protect and build on Sure 
Start. Now we know that these were 
just hollow words and yet another 
broken promise to the families of 
West Bromwich West. 

“Of course all services need to look to 
be more efficient, but cuts which go too 
far and too fast could mean poorer 
services for children and families in 
West Bromwich West, and maybe even 
a loss of some Sure Start Centres. 

“The reduction, coupled with the 
possibility that some authorities will 
use it to plug gaps in other services 
could mean support for early years 
children could be lost for years and 
this country will pay the price in 
terms of unfulfilled potential, poorer 
economic growth and halting social 
mobility for generations.” 


The land has been owned by Oak 
Lane-based window company Tur- 
fords for more than three years and 
was intended for housing. 

Hoped 

Owner John Turford said work on 
the housing had been on hold 
because of the economic climate, but 
it was hoped to begin preparations 
soon. 

The 90-year-old great-grandfa¬ 
ther said: “Many people are fly¬ 
tipping on this site and we’ve found 
a dead dog as well as 200 beer bottles 
and hundreds of cans in the past. 

“It gets overgrown very quickly 
but it will not be a problem for very 
long I hope. 

“We’re waiting on two quotes for 
the building work to come back and 
we hope to start very soon and that 
will nip the problem in the bud.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, safer 
neighbourhoods boss at Sandwell 
Council, said people should report 
flytippers.

Group brands 
bank ‘stingy’ 
over £30 fee 

A BANK has been branded “sting/’ for 
not paying £30 a year towards Blackheath’s 
CCTV camera security system - which 
helped foil a scam at its branch. 

The surveillance equipment, installed by 
Blackheath Business and Community 
Association, exposed two thieves trying to 
steal money from the bank’s cash point 
machine by using a fake cover in front of it. 

Customers were fooled into thinking the 
machine had run out of money while cash 
was being collected in the false cover. 

Ward Councillor Mary Docker, and also 
secretary of the association, said the £30 
annual membership fee was vital for the 
upkeep of the town’s 15 camera system. 

She said it was “a bit rich” Barclays 
would not contribute to the cost. 

She added: “Barclays are not a member 
business and contribute nothing to the 
scheme. We took them an application form, 
but I’ve heard nothing.” 

Barclays area director Sara Rolph said: 
“With regard to the recent incident involv¬ 
ing our ATM, I can confirm that we assisted 
the police with their inquiries with our own 
CCTV footage. 

“At the same time, we are extremely 
grateful to the Blackheath Business Associ¬ 
ation who offered further assistance to the 
police by helping them to identify the regis¬ 
tration number.” 

Team on hand to

Smartphone under £80 
and the new Wildfire S 


FOR those waiting to join the 
smartphone revolution but put off 
by high prices and long, locked in 
contracts... Vodafone look like pro¬ 
viding the new entry level. 

Their functional, no-nonsense own 
brand 858 does most of what other 
phones two or three times the price do, 
but currently at a reasonable £75 and on 
pay-as-you-go rather than contract. 

If you want great stylish looks and 
every single one of the latest whistles 
and bells delivered at lightning fast 
processor speeds, look elsewhere and 
pay for the privilege. But if you are pre¬ 
pared to make a few small sacrifices for 
economy, such as a slightly cramped 
screen and on-screen keyboard that’s a 
tad fiddly and takes up that screen 
space, consider the 858. 


It is touchscreen driven and comfort¬ 
ably handles all the main tasks of a 
smartphone. It runs Android 2.2 so you 
can download apps, can link up to the 
net and other phones via Wi-Fi, Blue¬ 
tooth and USB, and it plays and records 
video. 

The camera is a basic 2 megapixel job 
and the 130mb onboard memory may 
become exhausted by heavy users, 
though there is a microSD slot for addi¬ 
tional memory.

This revamp of an established 
favourite has upped the resolution of the 
LCD screen to 320x480 and the screen 
display is a generous 3.2in on which to 
see those sharply detailed icons, pic¬ 
tures and text. It packs a better and 
quicker processor which means much 
quicker load times when browsing the 
web and only the most memory hungry 
apps cause any appreciable lagging. 

The five megapixel camera is still 
better than most of the budget to 
medium priced opposition, and with a 
modern chipset and using Google’s 
mobile OS, it’s a lot lighter on battery 
power than you might expect.

stars Lady Gaga and Rihanna, but the 
Femme Fatale certainly put on a spec¬ 
tacular show. A 90-minute aerobic work¬ 
out in a succession of skimpy bikini-like 
outfits, she danced practically non-stop. 

Sometimes the 29-year-old Ameri¬ 
can’s moves looked puppet-like com¬ 
pared with her troupe of acrobatic 
dancers. The lack of a single wheeze or 
pant suggested lip-syncing during the 
most energetic numbers. However, it is 
hard to tell with Britney’s brilliant brand 
of high-concept artificial dance-pop in 
which vocal effects, gimmicks and 
grooves are equally important (maybe 
more important) than melody. 


Highlights included the Egyptian 
glamour of Gimme More, biker chick 
Britney rejigging Baby One More Time 
with heavy guitar, following it with 
Rihanna’s S&M and the kinkier I’m A 
Slave 4 U. There was a Japanese- 
themed Toxic complete with ninjas, high 
energy performances of Piece of Me, 
Drop Dead Beautiful, I Wanna Go, Wom¬ 
anizer and the angel-winged Britney’s 
grand finale Till The World Ends. 

Maybe Ashley, picked out of the 
crowd for a personal pole dance, liked 
the bump and grind, but it would have 
been a more substantial show if Britney 
had delivered more like ballad Don’t Let 
Me Be The Last To Know when she 
showed she can sing.

Laura Marling 

Birmingham Cathedral 

THERE is something ethereal almost 
spiritual about petite folk singer Laura 
Marling, so it’s appropriate her “Ring the 
Bells Tour” was played in cathedrals up 
and down the country, ending in Birming¬ 
ham. 

However, Birmingham Cathedral is arguably 
the worst place to hold such a concert, certainly 
for the third of her fans who were consigned to 
the balconies which had the most uncomfort¬ 
able pews and restricted views. 

In fact, if you were not in the front row of the 
balconies and you sat down, you couldn’t see 
the performance at all. 

Also they have had the whole tour to deal with 
the problems of setting up sound in buildings 
which were not designed to stage such events. 
However, the sound crew in Birmingham seem 
to have overlooked the fact people up in the bal¬ 
conies needed to hear the singer. 

Power 

The first two songs were almost inaudible due 
to poor sound engineering which was annoying 
considering the audience had to wait around 40 
minutes between the support act and Marling 
appearing on stage, while the crew tested and 
tweaked the sound system. 

This detracted from the performance of 
Marling who is a fantastic musician and singer 
and is a cross between the high-noted clarity of 
Joni Mitchell and the power and emotion of Eva 
Cassidy. 

She was on stage for just over an hour and 
performed such haunting songs as Goodbye 
England, Night Terror, New Song and Night after 
Night. 

Rather arrogantly, she made it clear at the 
penultimate song, Rambling Man, there was 
only going to be All My Rage, as her encore. 

Marling is an amazing talent but it would be no 
surprise if some of the people who had paid 
more than £20 per ticket, none of which men¬ 
tioned the restricted or - in some cases - com¬ 
pletely blocked view, felt a little let down.

He was an active member of the North Mid¬ 
lands Society of Rugby Union Referees and was 
also a long-standing committee member at Birm¬ 
ingham Barbarians serving as treasurer, vice 
president and life member. 

Barbarians chairman and close friend Dave 
Harman said: “Roy was loved and respected by 
everyone at Birchfield and latterly Birmingham 
Barbarians and he’ll be sadly missed. He battled 
against cancer for a number of years but contin¬ 
ued to come down to matches to support the club 
as well as refereeing from time to time. 

“Roy once told me that he started playing 


rugby when he was in the Army after being 
approached by a sergeant asking if he was doing 
anything and so played his first game. He didn’t 
intend to play a second game until he was 
informed that the sergeant was in charge of the 
payroll and if he wanted to be paid on time it 
would be advisable to keep playing. 

“He was well known in and around Birming¬ 
ham on the rugby circuit as one of the few 
Jamaican referees and for his stand on strict dis¬ 
cipline by players on the pitch. He refereed up 
until 18 months ago when his illness started to 
take its toll. His last game of rugby for the Bar¬ 
barians was on tour to Scarborough five years 
ago. He was running the line with the help of a 
walking stick and when one of our lads was 
injured, Roy ripped off his tracksuit to reveal he 
was wearing his kit. He threw the walking stick 
to one side and ran on the pitch!” 

His funeral is due to take place today (Thurs¬ 
day) at 11.30am at Camp Hill Seventh Day 
Adventist Church.

Albion are handed 
a painful reminder 


AFTER a double-helping of derby- 
day joy came a dose of reality for 
Albion. 

If rousing victories over Wolves and Villa 
brought Baggies fans the very best Premier 
League emotions, a routine defeat to Liver¬ 
pool reminded everyone in stripes just how 
unforgiving top-flight life can be. 

Saturday evening at The Hawthorns wasn’t 
a time for shouting or screaming, panicking or 
recriminating or turning to any of the other 
depressing knee-jerk responses of modern- 
day football, especially in light of the signifi¬ 
cant strides made in preceding weeks. 

It was, however, a time for Albion’s players 
to reflect on why, after claiming well-deserved 
triumphs against their nearest and bitterest 
rivals, they barely made Liverpool break 
sweat to leave the West Midlands with the 
simplest of three points added to their tally. 

While this side might not yet resemble 
those of when Kenny Dalglish was in his 
playing pomp, there is still no shame in losing 
out to a team that has cost the iconic Anfield 
gaffer the thick end of £120m of American 
riches to assemble. 

For Albion, though, the manner of defeat 
left players, coaches and supporters alike 
feeling rightly disgruntled and searching for 
answers. 

The hotly-debated ninth-minute penalty 
that set Liverpool on their way to victory did 
nothing to aid the Baggies’ chances of a third 
successive top-flight success. 

On another day, with another set of offi¬ 
cials, Jerome Thomas’s coming-together with 
the fabulous Luis Suarez might have gone 
unpunished and the hosts might have created 
a firmer platform from which to reach for a 
win. 

But hiding behind the controversial call 
from over-eager linesman Gary Beswick 



would, for Roy Hodgson and his Hawthorns 
players, amount to ignoring a crucial reminder 
that might, if they harness it correctly, serve them 
well in the weeks ahead. 

After combining committed defending and 
inventive attacking to see off Wolves and Villa, the 
Baggies rediscovered on Saturday what deep down 
they knew already - anything less than those top- 
notch derby efforts will simply not cut the mustard 
at Premier League level. 

They let their standards slip on Saturday and 
Liverpool duly made them pay. 

Of equal concern to Hodgson will be the appar¬ 
ent impact that the loss of Shane Long to injury 
had on the potency of his side. The Baggies head 
coach always hoped that the Ireland international 
would prove he was right to press-gang chairman 
Jeremy Peace into splashing out a transfer fee that 
was against his better judgment. 

Sidelined 

But with the former Reading man potentially 
sidelined for the next month, Hodgson might now 
be wishing Long hadn’t become quite so vital quite 
so quickly. 

With the three-goal hitman’s non-stop move¬ 
ment and hunger for lost causes missing against 
the Reds and Peter Odemwingie reverting to the 
underwhelming form of the season’s early weeks, 
the Baggies lacked the cutting edge required to 
trouble a visiting defence marshaled by the classy 
Daniel Agger. 

Hodgson must hope that the lack of spark 
between Odemwingie and Somen Tchoyi on Satur¬ 
day represented merely a bad day at the office for 
the pair, who look set to shoulder the burden of 
leading the forward line in the absence of Long. 


Thomas says referee was wrong to take linesman’s advice 


STRAIGHT-talking winger Jerome Thomas 
admitted Albion’s performance against Liver¬ 
pool was “not good enough” but criticised the 
officials over the Reds’ controversial penalty. 

Thomas was penalised for his foul on Luis Suarez 
in the ninth minute of Saturday’s Premier League 
showdown but Thomas was upset that referee Lee 
Mason awarded the spot-kick on a linesman’s 
advice after initially turning down appeals. 

However, the Hawthorns wide-man admitted the 
hosts’ performance had been sub-standard as they 
failed to follow-up their back-to-back top-flight 
derby wins. 

“It didn’t think it was a penalty at the time and I 
don’t even think the referee did,” said Thomas. 


“It didn’t look like he was going to give it and then 
the linesman flagged and I guess that’s what made 
up his mind. 

“I always thought the assistants were exactly 
that. I thought they were there to assist if the 
referee couldn’t see it. Not only was the referee close 
enough but he seemed to have seen it and didn’t 
think it was a penalty. 

“I can’t really answer that for him but I guess the 
linesman thought it was a penalty and they gave it. 

“I think he (Suarez) might have even slipped 
because he slipped later on in the first half and col¬ 
lided with me and I got the free-kick that time. 

“It was just a case of a collision in the box and I 
went away with the ball so I don’t know what the 
linesman saw.” 


Albion failed to test Reds keeper Pepe Reina until 
late in the game and Thomas admitted they had 
failed to produce their best. 

“It wasn’t good enough. We didn’t start well 
enough, we didn’t play well enough in the first half 
and I think it was a glimpses of the old West Brom 
from last season - going a goal or two goals down 
and expecting to come back. Against this calibre or 
team we know we can’t do that. 

“We did take the game to them in the second half 
and we did play a lot better, which is the only plus 
or bonus we can take from the performance, but it 
wasn’t good enough.” 

Former Premier League referee Dermot Gal¬ 
lagher today said of the Suarez incident: “It’s a clear 
foul and penalty. He’s tripped him.” 


It was in the opposite penalty area, 
however, where the game’s main talking point 
occurred as referee Lee Mason, having appar¬ 
ently turned down Suarez’s penalty appeals in 
the ninth minute, reconsidered on the advice 
of his assistant, allowing Charlie Adam to 
convert from the spot. 

And once they were behind, a strangely flat 
Albion lacked the wherewithal to drag them¬ 
selves back into the game. 

Once Jonas Olsson’s misplaced pass 
sparked a Reds counter-attack from which 
Andy Carroll doubled the lead in first-half 
stoppage time, Liverpool were comfortable. 

And a shot across goal and wide of the target 
from Tchoyi early in the second period was as 
close as Hodgson’s men went to worrying his 
former club. 

Acouple of smart saves from Baggies keeper 
Ben Foster prevented the visitors adding to 
their tally while the exhilarating Suarez did 
everything apart from score. 

The final whistle simply confirmed a result 
that had seemed inevitable for more than an 
hour. 

It left Hodgson and his players to reflect on 
the kind of the day that, for clubs like Albion, 
the Premier League tends to deliver. 

Nothing in the top flight comes easy. And if 
the Baggies were in danger of forgetting, 
they’re not any more. Steve Madeley

Scharner 
brands 
Suarez 
a diver 

ALBION midfielder 
Paul Scharner has 
branded Liverpool striker 
Luis Suarez a diver - and 
revealed his fears of a 
lengthy injury lay-off. 

The Baggies man was heading 
for scans on a worrying knee lig¬ 
ament injury still fuming over 
Liverpool’s controversial ninth- 
minute penalty in their 2-0 
Hawthorns win on Saturday. 

The Austrian international, 
who was upset at Suarez’s 
response to Jerome Thomas’s 
challenge, fears he suffered 
serious damage when landing 
awkwardly in the second half. 

“It is a knee problem,” he said. 
“It is ligament damage. After the 
match it looked terrible and it 
hurt a lot. 

“But hopefully the results of 
the scan will not be as bad as I’m 
thinking at the moment.” 

Twisted 

Scharner twisted his knee 
when landing awkwardly and 
simultaneously colliding with 
Charlie Adam, although he 
cleared the Liverpool midfielder 
of any blame for the injury. 

But the 30-year-old was less 
kind to Suarez, who angered the 
Baggies by tumbling after 
making contact with Thomas. 

Referee Lee Mason initially 
dismissed penalty appeals but 
then awarded a spot-kick on the 
advice of linesman Gary 
Beswick. 

“It was a nice dive for the 
penalty and that got Liverpool 
well started for the game,” said 
Scharner. 

“It put us under pressure and 
we weren’t good enough to 
respond. 

“He is very good at winning 
penalties. He’s one of the best on 
the planet, in fact. 

“I had a good view of it. If 
that’s a penalty, then you will 
find 1,500 penalties given in 
every match.” 

Albion boss Roy Hodgson 
refused to criticise the officials 
but called for a wider debate on 
what offences should lead to 
penalties. 

Question 

“I don’t think the standard of 
refereeing is poor,” said 
Hodgson. 

“Some of the offside decisions 
on Saturday were quite incredi¬ 
ble, like a linesman who can get 
a decision right where I would be 
hard-pushed without video evi¬ 
dence to know if a man was 
offside. 

“So I don’t think there’s a 
problem with officiating. 

“I don’t think it’s a standard of 
officials, more a question of 
making certain the really big 
decisions are not treated as 
lightly as they seem to be on 
occasions.”
